ITH this issue Pree Lovers M[acazineé announces 
W first of what it hopes will be an annual award 

to be presented each December to the most outstand- 
ag pipe smoker of the year. The basis of the award is out- 
tanding service or achievement in the field of pipes and pipe 
moking. 

This first award chosen by the editors of Pipe Lovers. goes 
9 Joseph F. Conighio of Brooklyn, N. Y. The editors feel 
hat Coniglio is fully entitled to the award and the honor that 
ccompanies it 

Joe, as he is known to his pipe smoking friends, started the 
G. I. Pipe Smokers’ Club” a little over a year ago. Chiefly 
hrough his untiring efforts the club, comprising service men 
aall corners of the world, grew in a year’s time to 53 mem- 
‘ers—which may well be the largest club of pipe smokers 
aywhere 

Joe insisted from the start that there should be no mem- 
ership fee, dues, assessments or other expense involved in 
donging to the club. He has continually sought to bring 
Yoyment to the lives of pipe smokers in the service through 
te club which he founded and helped grow The expense 
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involved in sending books, magazines, samples of tobaccos and 
similar items to boys in the service overseas was borne entirely 
by himself, or by others who were interested enough in his 
project to assist him by small donations. 

As an example of his spirit, Joe was approached by this 
magazine to cover an assignment for which he would receive 
a commission. Joe replied, “I’ll do my best for you, but any 
commission I would want to be donated to the general expense 
of the club.” 

He has arranged for the G I pipe smoking members to 
exchange ideas, correspondence, and opinions on pipes and 
tobaccos. His continual thought has been to make sure that 
his pipe smoking pals in the service were made happier while 
they served their country away from home. 

Members of the group speak nothing but praise for Joe. 
They state that through his efforts and interest in their behalf 
they have received help and assistance that would not other- 
wise have been possible. More than once Joe has tracked 
down a certain pipe some fellow on duty in Europe was unable 
to find, or picked up a favored brand of tobacco and sent it to 
some fellow in a distant land.

NE theory of the origin of the 
“T. D's’ was that they were first 

made for Timothy Dexter of Newbury- 
vort Mass an eccentric merchant who 
eagaged in many undertakings While peo- 
ple laughed at him he usually cleared one 
hundred per cent profit on his ventures 
{t was claimed by some that he had pipes 
made in New Jersey while others said 
they were made in Danvers Mass 

The fact that pipes marked “TD” 
were found in Revolutionary camp sites 
would, however. seem to dispel this theory 
Whatever the origin these initials, by 
which the ordinary clay pipe was famil- 
iarly known, were used uninterruptedly for 
one hundred and fifty years down to the 
present time 

While the “WW G. and “T. D.” marks 
most often appear on the Revolutionary 
camp pipes, we also find in the camps and 
in the refuse deposits of the late 18th cen- 
tury residences pipes bearing other initials 
which are sometimes displayed inside a 
heart or other device 

A clay pipe whose broken-off stem had

OME stories will stand retelling trom 
time to time if they happen to be 5: 
real human interest, and we aspire at this 
time only to summarize to a certain ey 
tent scattered jottings on a humble crart 
and to weave an attractive fabric trom 
yarns spun. Of the collection of tobacco 
pipes made by Edwin A Barber for the 
purpose of illustrating the history of 
smoking in all ages and countries (and 
now in the American V[useum of Natural 
History), Mr. Barber said: “The custom 
originated in America, and consequenth 
the oldest examples of smoking implements 
are to be found on the Western Continent * 
The aboriginal pipes of America were 
made from the local clays and tempered 
with sand, or pulverized rock, and were 
baked at an open fire They were. conse- 
quently, black or a dark color, and were 
not of a very hard character 

Immediately upon the introduction of 
tobacco into England smoking pipes wer: 
made of clay of a fine quality and baked 
white in a pottery kiln. These pipes were 
quite universally made with small bowl 
owing to the high cost of tobacco. It is 
said that in these early days of smoking 
an ounce of tobacco sufficed to serve forts 
pipes. 

We are told by one writer on the sub 
ject that in the reign of James II, the bet 
ter quality sold for 18 shillings a pound 
the equivalent of perhaps that many dol 
lars of the present day. The same writef 
tells us that so precious was tobacco that 
the smoker shared his pipe with his friend. 
in the manner that a peace pipe was passe! 
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from mouth to mouth by our aborigines. 
In addition to their diminutive size, two 


' other distinctive features characterized the 


yery early European-made clay pipes: the 
contracted mouth and the broad flat heel 
The former was considered necessary to 
retain the tobacco in the bowl while the 
dlattened heel was designed to maintain 
che pipe in an upright position on the table 
when not in use 

In certain instances che heels were ex- 
cessively broad. The swell at the middle 
of the bowl. and the heavy stems prevalent 
in the early days gave strength to the pipe 
We find in the very old clas pipes a much 
larger perforation in the stem than was 
common later. (Fig 8 ) 





“ANY of the better specimens of clay 

pipes of the 17th and 18th centuries 
found in England have been picked up on 
the shores of rivers at low tide. or have 
been dredged from the beds of streams into 
which they were thrown by passing 
boatmen 


The small pipes of the late 17th and 
early 18th centuries found on this side of 
the Atlantic come mostly from Indian vil- 
lage sites or graves. They are not frequent- 
ly found, and this is strange in view of the 
vast quantities given to the Mohawks by 
the agents of the British government as 
well as the equally large number furnished 
by the traders 

There is on display at The New York 
Historical Society a collection of {8th 
century pipes excavated from the mouth 
of the old canal at Broad and Front 
Streets, New York City It contains two 
specimens probably quite old, of the flat- 
based, thick-stemmed pipes, and over a 
dozen specimens of the Revolutionary type. 
The latter have a grace and neatness of 
outline not to be surpassed (Fig. 2.) 


The enormously long “Churchwarden’ 
pipes which had a vogue in the 18th cen- 
tury are vepresented in a fragmentary way 
in the old camp sites. They were, of course, 
the smoking utensils of the officers only, 
tor the common soldier. domiciled as he 
was ina tent or hut could not provide for 
the satekeeping of such a pipe if he could 
have atforded one. Even in our day the 
breakage of the ‘'Churchwarden” in trans- 
portation is enotmous, and the price con- 
sequently high 

aAAt the annual meetings of certain so- 
cities, “Churchwardens” are smoked by 
the members present and their guests. With 
due care the pipes used are borne to the 
homes of the smokers, and are there de- 
posited with other implements of their kind 
—a ceramic record of the smokes of other 
years,

the meaning of spreading good will and 
brotherly love among their kind. One 
of their greatest symbols of friendship 
and understanding was that displayed 
by passing a pipe from one to another 
in order that each, by partaking of the 
smoke would become a true friend of 
the others in the circle 

That symbol still is employed today 
by men everywhere, not just in one 
country, but in all lands. The natives 
of Africa have yet to learn that Christ- 
mas is a time of friendliness, of good 
will, of peace and fellowship. yet they 
often employ their crude pipes as a 
gesture in cementing close associations 
among their own kinds. 

Man may not undeistand the lan- 
guage of another, yet for centuries the 
offering of a pipe of tobacco symbolizes 
the donor’s desire to create a spirit of 
friendliness and good will 

This year, many groups of pipe smok- 
ers throughout the world will observe 
the age old custom of observing the 
Christmas spirit by meeting together 
and once more smoking a pipe together 
as has been done throughout the cen- 
turies 

When the custom started is unknown, 
but is thought to have originated in 
Europe. possibly in England. 

As the Yuletide season gains momen- 
tum near the end of the year small 
groups of men set aside one evening 
when they will arrange a vary import- 
ant and solemn affair. Good fellows all, 
they meet primarily for the occasion of 
once again reaffirming their friendship 
for those around them and much like

the Indians centuries betore them will 
till their pipes and light them 

Although the native American Red 
Men used but one pipe and passed it 
around later years found each man pos- 
sessing his own pipe This he smokes 
with his fellows 

In the 17th century in England the 
inexpensive clay pipes were in vogue 
Costing but a few pence, they were em- 
ployed by those who partook of the 
custom. Usually the clay pipe used tor 
the procedure was a new one having 
never been smoked before. These were 
filled and lighted for the first time 
smoked by each member of the group 
and then one by one, broken into pieces 
and discarded—symbolizing the end ot 
the year and a clean start tor the 
future 

Because of the importance which soon 
became attached to the custom smokers 
wanted the very best clay pipes possible 
for the occasion. The long. aristocratic 
“Churchwarden,” then as now was 
considered the ultimate in their class, 
and this it was that smokers preterred 
for the age-old custom 

Today the ceremony is practiced here 
as well as in other parts of the world. 
Many pipe clubs hold their annual 
“Christmas meeting” a few days before 
the end of the year and in true style 
once more reaffirm their friendship for 
one another, light up their long clay 
pipes, and then, as the evening fades 
with the fire in the bowl, the pipe is 
gently broken against the fireplace sym- 
bolizing the end of one year and a clean 
new start for the next 
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The tobacco seed was planted in various places inside the inclosure and attended to regularly by the prisoners. Above js

Finding, Growing and Curing of Tobacco 
With Which to Fill the Prison Made Pipes 
Proved to be More Easily Said than Done 


Epitors Note: This manth Capt

TIS one thing t» h» e made a pipe 
l in a Jap prison. but it is something 
else again to have something to 
smoke in it. The pipes which we had 
labored so hard to make were going to 
turn out to be useless unless we could 
somewhere. somehow: obtain some tobacco 
for them. And there wasn’t a speck in 
the whole camp 
A year or more had passed since the

death march on Bataan and there was 
no money with which we might even 
buy the tobacco from the Japs, and, since 
our prison camp was in the jungles, it is 
doubtful if any could have been pur- 
chased from outside sources anyhow 
We had learned that the Filipino con- 
viets who had worked the penal farm 
before the war had grown quite a lot 
of tobacco, but since their departure the 
farm had fallen into decay and the jungle 
had closed in. The reason for this was 
that the Japs had released all the Filipino 
convicts, all long-term criminals, and 
the few Civil Service employees who re- 


mained could only work a small part 
of the farm. 

When we arrived all that was left 
of the tobacco was a few volunteer 
plants, spindly and mongrel in growth 

Here it was that we pulled a fast one 
on the Jap guards. They did know about 
the pipes we had made, but they did 
not know about our tobacco plant for: 
ages; for every man of our pipe smoking 
group, by means known only to war 
prisoners, would get to a tobacco patch 
when working outside the inclosure and 
would secrete about his person one 
more plants or a handful of seeds. 
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In that way we got the tobacco within 
the prison inclosure and in out-of-the- 
way places transplanted the plants and 
set in the seeds 


HEN the tobacco plants ripened 
hey were cut and hung up in our 
buildir There was no problem 
ot proper ventifarion in these sleeping 
quarters since the roots leaked and there 
were no sides to the buildings 

After the fiise diving we found chat 
che tobacco was too strong to smoke It 
had to be soaked in water for periods of 
time in order to take out the strong 
juices Atter a tew tries at this we came 
to know just how long to soak the to- 
bacco to make it suitable for our indi- 
vidual castes. 
| The solution of the juices resulting 
| trom the soaking process was so strong 
that we used it to kill bed bugs and 
ilice—DDT had nothing on this stuff. 
| The tobacco, after soaking, was laid 
out in stacks of about five or six leaves 
teach and each stack was rolled tightly 
iced and left to dry. When it was dry it 
was cut. And of course all this took place 
when the Jap guards were not about 

We were proud of our triumph; pipes 
and tobacco at last! But there was a 
fly in the ointment. Many prisoners were 
constantly sick or still suftering from 
wounds and could not get out of the 
inclosure to forage for tobacco seeds or 
plants, which meant no tobacco for them 
However the pipe making group over- 
came this by having these men cut the 
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to have more money. 
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tobacco (a very tedious job) on a com- 
mission basis. In this way everyone had 
something to smoke. 

Now don’t get the idea that tobacco 
was alwats plentiful. because it was not 
although we used the stems and stalks 
ot the plants as well as the leaves. Short- 
ages occured every time the Japs got 
mad at us (when the Allies won a battle 
or a prisoner escaped) at which times 
they would search the inclosure and con- 
scate all the tobacco they could find 

That was when we were really up 
against it—pipes but nothing to smoke 
This forced us to use substirures which 
meant tree leaves 








OU pipe smokers. with vour favor- 
ite pipes and spectal brands of to- 
bacco should try to smoke papaya leaves 
just once That would give you an idea 
ot what we were up against for not 
only did we try papaya leaves but those 
of many other trees All of them tasted 
teirible and the smoke was hot and 
burned the tongue. And what is more, 
they also burned out the pipes 
Originally only a few of our number 
were pipe smokers and knew enough 
about pipes to attempt making them. 
Now that we had tobacco and found 
pleasue in smoking it in our newly 
fashioned pipes. many of the other prison- 
ers who had here-to-fore taken little or 
no interest in our long and tedious pro- 
cedure of not only making the pipes but 
procuring the tobacco, suddenly began 
to ask questions 
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“Miss LaTour says if you insist on her posing with a corn cob, she'll have

Men, sick men wounded men able 
bodied men, men who had never betoie 
in their lives made anything with their 
hands contacted members of the pipe 
group and asked about the details ot pipe 
making. They were interested not so 
much in making the pipes as they were 
in a good smoke once again 

It was then we began to see the light 
and quicker than asked, we loaned them 
our pipe making tools. Our supply of 
these hand tools was rapidly increasing 
and the number of amateur pipe makers 
Was growing steadily. 

Sick and wounded men, men weakened 
by starvation and inhuman treatment 
who had begun to despair, got a new 
lease on life; they had an interest ‘I hes 
began to become entangled in the lure 
of pipe lore, This morale builder saved 
many lives 

There were some monstrosities made, 
of course, a few the result of too vivid 
an imagination, some due to lack otf 
craftsmanship However, they served a 
purpose, represented an achievement 
and, after all, were smokable 

One thing is certain, though; a lot of 
pipe converts were made in Japanese 
Prisoner of War Camps. It represented 
an objective taken and a mission accom- 
plished. Every pipe smoker among us 
gloried in our victory; but always in 
memory will remain my friend the pilot 
of the Air Force, co-pipe maker and 
craftsman. He was killed while on a 
Japanese prison ship bound for Japan

But Stu Walter Raleigh didn t origt- 
nate in chis section of America It moved 
west some years ago from the equally 
feitile tobacco producing land of North 
Carolina, 

The story of this popular blend and 
the company who produces it is in many 
ways typical of the growth of many of 
America's industries. Its genesis took 
place over a half century ago 

















T WAS in Winston-Salem North 

Carolina that Mr. George Brown 
in the year 1894, found himself with 
about 100.000 pounds of leaf tobacco 
which he had purchased for speculation 
and had lett on his hands 

\ factory superintendent of the T. L 
Vaughn Company, Mr Robert L. Wil- 
liamson. had recently resigned his posi- 
tion with that firm and was looking for 
something better. He and Biown got 
together and decided to form a pattner- 
ship for the purpose of manufacturing 
smoking tobacco. 

The combination of Brown’s leaf ex- 
perience and stocks of tobacco and Wil- 
liamson’s manufacturing experience re- 
sulted in immediate success and in 1896 
the pair were able to purchase the factory 
they had leased from the HH. Reynolds 
Tobacco Companys in which they began 
operations 

The partnership initially took over 
the business ot the TF. Williamson 
“Pobacco Compans of which V[r. Wil- 
liamson's father was the owner and in 
this transaction they acquiied the trade 
marks Golden Grain. Red Juice and 
Red Crow.

The new facilicies at Louisville and 
the factories which were subsequently 
added there were necessary to keep up 
with the expanding demand for Sir Wal- 
ter Raleigh.

G. I. Describes His Experience 


In Discovering Native Tobacco 
On the Island of New Hebrides 


By PAUL McCULLEY 


T HE principles of tobacco grow- 
ing and curing seem to be known 
by people in all parts of the 
world, I was surprised to find tobacco 
growing and being cured by the natives 
of New Hebrides when I was stationed 
there a couple of years ago 
Our ship was anchored in the bay 
and we were often given a few hours 
liberty to go ashore at which time many 
of the fellows went for a swim, looked 


over the town or surrounding country- 
side or just merely enjoyed a few lei- 
sure houts doing nothing. 

The island of Esperitu Santos, in the 
New Hebrides group is not large, but 
somewhat hilly, and the jungle is quite 
thick in places. One afternoon a couple 
of my buddies and myself decided to 
take a hike though the jungle and see 
what we could discover We thought 
perhaps we could find some limes or 










papayas which would be a bit of ad 
icacy after the routine navy meny el 
We walked up a hill following ; 
path through the jungle for quite ee 
distance, perhaps a couple of miles * 
so, and suddenly found ourselves at x 
edge of a clearing some 50 yards sq,..° 
In the center was a native hut 
Deciding to satisfy our curios 
thought we would look around and 
perhaps enter the hut providing 4p, 
owner was willing. We knew that dae 
of these natives were often possesseq oF 
a mean disposition and not wanting to 
start something we couldn’t finish, we 
made a lot of noise in hopes that any 
nearby inhabitants would come out in 
the open where we could size up their 
attitude and then act accordingly 
Some of these South Pacific Islandess 
carry big knives and are occasional, 
anxious to swing them around when 
things don't go their way. This we Were 
definitely going to avoid 
Our hoots and yells brought no re 
sponse, so we finally concluded thar no 
one was in the vicinity and that t

new pipe valued at $1000, The 
pipe is a gift of Tracy Mincer, 
president of Custombilt Pipes of Indian- 
apolis, Indiana 
Mincer decided to send the gift as a 
gesture of friendship when he learned 
that the first face-to-face international 
championship chess match was to be 
played in Moscow between the U. § 
Chess Team and Soviet chess masters In 
past years the chess games had been 
played by radio 
Hetzer Hartsock, a master sculptor 
and artist, made the pipe to fill a special 
order received by Custombilt from J. N. 
Landau of New York, an importer of 
Mediterranean briarwood, and a member 
of the New York Chess Club, saying 
that the National Chess Team of the 
United States wanted a unique pipe to 
present to Marshal Stalin when the 
team arrived in Russia to play the 
Russian team. 


J STALIN of Russia has a 
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Landau thought the pipe should be 
something extra nice, and therefore 
searched his stock of briar blocks for one 
which was superb in quality This was 
then sent to the Custombilt factory in 
Indianapolis, Indiana, where the carving 
was undertaken 

The artist spent many hours in con- 
templating just how he should carve the 
piece of selected Algerian briar into the 
famous pipe. First he made a clay model, 
and every detail was checked and studied 
before the actual carving of the briar 
was begun 

The result is one of the most unique 
pipes made anywhere in recent years, 
and the quality of the work is unsur- 
passed, It is doubtful if the leaders of 
two great world powers were ever be- 
fore depicted on a briar pipe 

Harstock made the masterpiece in 
three weeks time, and spent over 200 
hours at work on it. Much of the work 
was so fine and delicate that he had to 
use a magnifying glass. 

The pipe, when finished, measured 
814 by 3% inches, and of course the 
theme of the carving is chess. It’s main 
decoration as illustrated here shows 
Marshal Stalin seated at a game of 








chess on the shank ot the pipe with the 
late President Franklin DD Roosevelt 
Stalin is weaiing his tamous Russia 
boots and smoking hts pipe 

Around the top of the bowl are figures 
of chess men, and the bottom and front 
of the pipe are decorated with 1 scroll 
work design in French 1acoco 

When it came to dramatzing the 
chess game, Hartsock was in a bit of 2 
quandry as to what to do He hated to 
have the chessmen on the board show 
Stalin getting the best of Roosevelt and 
it would be likewise a poor policy to show 
Roosevelt beating the Russian leader 

So Hartsock got some books on the 
game of chess and started to study them 
He wanted the chess game realistic in 
appearance, and finally hit upon the 
idea that the only way to make the situ- 
ation fair to both countries was to use 
a bit of diplomacy, This he achieved by 
having neither man winning but by hav- 
ing the contest ending in a stalemate 

Hartsock has carved half a dozen 
other unique pipes that have been display- 
ed in various exclusive men's shops in 
different parts of the country 

They include a bass fisherman, mal- 
lard ducks, Rip Van Winkle and a 
“Drunken Cowboy.” His next project 
now that the International Chess game 
is out of the way, will be Old King Cole. 

Before he starts in to do the carving, 
Hartsock makes a “sketch” in clay, and

ARNEY Spring, a picturesque char- 

acter in the pipe manufacturing 
business made Buchanan pipes of this 
kind in 1856 but we doubt whethe: he 
made this Central Park specimen. Bar- 
ney made pipes in Rochester N Y. and 
in Tremont Street Boston as well as in 
New York City. 

In the late 1890s he lived in a little 
cabin near New Albany Ind. and there, 
partly for amusement and partly as ‘pot 
boilers,” he made from clas found on 
his little patch of ground, clay pipes, 
using the old moulds. or dies that he 
had used three-quarters of a century 
betore 

In the late ’90’s Barney made some 
pipes of an historical character. Among 
them were specimens of the Buchanan 
(Buck-Cannon) pipe and others which 
had been popular in the 1860's. There 
was the Lincoln campaign pipe bearing 
on one side of the bowl a liberty cap 
and crossed flags, and on the other an 
eagle with wings outspread (Fig. 3) 
Barney presented specimens of these 
pipes to the New York Historical So- 
ciety along with several of the “Tom 
Thumb” pipes miniature specimens 
bearing on both sides of the bowl the 
three feathers of the Prince of Wales, 
popular during the Prince's visit to these 
shores in 1860, 

Others were “plug-ugly’ portrait 
pipes of [om Sayers commemorating 
his victory over Heenan in the prize iing 
at Farnborough England on April 17, 
1860. (Fig 6) 

The clay pipe which for upwards of 
three centuries was immensely popular 
fell into disfavor through no fault of its 
own 

Short lived the individual specimens 
were, and flnicky were many smokers 
who plied the old “T. D.” Some smok- 
ets discarded it after a few smokes, or 
after a single smoke, while others en- 
joved theirs most after it had become 
“ripe.”

A blackened “cutty’” pipe, after resting 
a few moments on hot coals was brought 
forth as white as snow, and as sweet 
as when new. 

In the process of manufacturing clay 
pipes many accidents occur: stems get 
broken o1 warped bur these deformities 
do not always render the pipes a total 
loss. They go to the shooting galleries 
where. along with the clay birds thes 
tempt aspiring marksmen. When a 
whole pipe sold at one cent the pipe 
makers veceived one quarter of a cent 
for the imperfect ones 

Uhe white birds of the shooting gal- 
leries are perfectly flat fabrications cut 
out of pipe clay with a formed cutter 
precisely in the manner that cookies are 
made at home. In the pipe factories the 
work of making the birds was per- 
formed by the boy apprentices to famil- 
iavize them with the character of the 
clay, and the birds were fired in the 
kilns with the pipes 

Although many of the more colorful 
specimens of the once popular clay pipe 
have long since found their way into 
collections the old penny variety now 
usually costing a nickel or a dime is 
often found in pipe shops. Their use is 
now mostly restricted to solemn occa- 
sions or certain rituals. although once 
in a while one finds an old timer who 
still believes that a clay is the only pipe 
to smoke.

N breaking in your pipe you should 

pack the tobacco loosely and fill 
vour pipe only half way the first few 
times 

Don’t begin to fill up the bowl of 
your new pipe until the cake at the bot- 
tom has gotten a good start. Filling the 
bowl to the top comes only after the cake 
formation is well advanced 

Do not try to break in your new 
Emperor pipe by treating it with rum 
alcohol honey, or similar preparations 
ot solutions. It comes to you all ready to 
smoke, and nothing extra is needed 

When vour pipe goes out always blow 
through the stem to remove the smoke 
that is in the stem and bowl. The to- 
bacco should then be tamped down and 
lighted again. 

iA pipe needs rest. Don’t work it over- 
time. Let it rest between smokes Pipes 
work best when they are not kept in con- 
tinual use. 

Don’t let your pipe become too thick 
with cake This can cause damage. Keep 
the cake about 1°16 of an inch thick 
When it becomes greater than this it 
should be carefully removed 

Never remove ashes from your pipe by 
knocking the bowl on hard surfaces. In- 
stead, it should be struck against the 
palm of the hand or some other soft ob- 
ject such as the cork knocker in ash 
trays. In this way the chances of break- 
ing the pipe are lessened 

The bit isn’t made of iron, so don’t 
bite it too hard. Too strong a bite may 
break it. It should be held firmly, but 
not too tightly in the teeth. 

When you remove the bit, remove it 
gently with a twisting motion. If pres- 
sure is applied, or it it is pulled with a 
sudden jerk, it may break or crack the 
shank, 

Smoke slowly, for your own sake as 
well as that of your pipe. Remember— 
you smoke to relax. Rapid smoking ac- 
complishes nething. The true smoker is 
kind to his pipe and smokes slowly in 
order to receive the maximum satisfac- 
tion and enjoyment from it. A good pipe 
is made of choice briar. Great care has 
gone into its manufacture. You should 
see that much care is used in smoking it 
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Here is a robust outdoor

Double Cleaning 
Keeps Pipe Sweet 


It has been my experience that a lot 
of the “bad” taste in some pipes can be 
eliminated by a very simple remedy 
which I find works a great portion of 
the time 

Right after each smoke of the offend- 
ing pipe, the stem should be removed 
and the pipe cleaned with an ordinary 
pipe cleaner. This will, of course, re- 
move a large share of the residue and 
oils, but not necessarily all of it 

Next, twist a taper of facial or toilet 
tissue small enough to work down 
through the bow! or shank until it can 
be observed entering the bottom of the 
bowl. 

Now comes the important part: Re- 
verse the direction of the twist and with- 
draw That’s all. It is simple, but it 
has its purpose. 

You will find this extra aborbent tis- 
sue to be saturated with the condensate 
which would otherwise have soaked into 
the bowl, shank and stem of the pipe 
causing “wet heel”

When such a condition exists the re 
sult is almost always a strong offensi ¢ 
taste or evil odor the next time the pipe 
is used 

The success lies in getting a// the resi 
due and condensate immediately after 
each smoke, while the bowl is still hot 
If any time elapses, the wood of the pipe 
will have absorbed some of these tars 
and nicotines with the result as described 

If possible, the pipe should remain un- 
assembled until it has thoroughly dried 
out. and another smoked in the mean- 
time. What moisture is left after the 
double cleaning operation will be more 
quickly dried up by air circulation if the 
pipe is not assembled immediately 

I have been employing this simple 
cleaning stunt for a long time, and hase 
found that my pipes which have been 
taken care of in this manner have re 
mained clean and sweet and have be- 
come a joy instead of a disappointment 
I can heartily recommend the procedure 
to any smoker who is tired of having his 
pipes go bad on him.

Los Angeles, Calif 
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Large Shelf 
Holds Pipes 


I am enclosing a snapshot of a “‘pipe 
shelf’ which I have just completed and 
which is designed tor my den My pipes 
qave been gecting pushed around entirely 
oo long so at last I have decided to do 
something about it 
Thete are five shelves each of which 
3 24 inches long These are arranged 
ita very slight angle so that it will be 
ditticult tov pipes to fall off of the 
shelves, The bottom one is arranged to 
hold tobacco cleaners reamers and other 
supplies 
The whole shelf tapers at the top 
which means that the shelves are wider 
at the bottom than at the top. Although 
this makes the shelf a bit more attrac- 
tive the reason is that the top shelves 
being smaller will hold smaller pipes. 
little ornamental pipes and that sort of 
thing 

I plan to make regular pipe iacks to 
fit on the shelves, such tacks to be re- 
movable It would perhaps be advan- 
rageous to install these racks permanently

A section of a tree trunk about fou 
inches thick is cut from an old t One 
end is screwed onto the face place af the 
lathe and the center is then turned our 
A ptece in the center to hold rhe cork 
knocker may be left in when the prece 
is turned o: a hole can later be dvi 
in the bottom and this pedestal ‘nserted 
into it. 

The cork is available in most din 
variety stoves and is rounded by holding 
the top edges of the cork to a power 
sander It can be glued in posttion ot 
wedged into a hole made especially 

For those who would reduce the tire 
hazard possibility the tinished project 
can be given a coating of tire prooting 
liquid however I do not feel chis is at 
all necessary A good coat of sarnish 
will finish the tray. The bark can be 
left plain or covered with a vainish coat 
ing if desired The finish seems to ap- 
pear more rustic and natural it the var- 
nish is not used on the bark. however
